of years—nry, of entire hives, to the cluci- 
dation of thts fdndamental branch of all 
science and art, and with such success that 
if, as we fear must be admitted, practical 
education is stu in most, perhaps in all 
countries, enber directed to wrong oly cts, 
or conducted on erroneous p.ineiples, the 
évil Ís allributable, not to the mposubility 
o even difficulty of arriving at sound theo- 
retical views, but to the negh ct with which 
the discoveries of the great men above allu- 
ded fo, have latherto been treated — Tustead 
of bemg as they should be the property of 
all ersalizad men, they are the hidden pos- 
sessions of comparilively few, and those 
truths which if spread abroad over the men- 
tal sorl would enable it to bring forth the 
richest product of wisdom and virtue, are 
now heaped up and confined within co nar- 
row a space that they haye no room to exert 
their vivifying influence, but remain dor- 
mant ond inactive. In endeavoring to rem- 
cdy ths evil by difusmg a knowledge of the 
usefulness of the philosophers who have 
penetrated most deeply mto the recesses of 
the human mind, and of ‘the practical de 
ductions thence derivable, we shal) enter 
upon a task second in importance fo none 

Education in its highest ad widest sense 
is the gradual developement of all the pow- 
ors of the human being, at the times and m 
the degrees requisite to confer upon it the 
nearest approach to perfection of which it 
is at prescot capable It ts the scence of 
rendering the indevidual an instrument of 
lippiness to h ms ‘If and his fellow-beings, 
both during the period of his education and 
in after life, Tess the art of converting the

«fearless Jord of animated nature,” ahd to 
form out of the igaoance and helplessness 
of childhood the adult man, who is at once 
the interpreter, the adorer, and almost the 
representative of the Ditinily Considered 
then as a science, education 13 a Ireans, the 
end of which {s to form a healthful, wise, 
virtuous and religious member of the com- 
munity. Considered as an art, it 13 an end 
the means to which are all that concerns 
the development and perfection of the phys- 
tent powers, the cultivation of the intellec- 
tual faculties, and the praising the moral, 
functions to their proper dignity, Consid- 
ered as it ought to bo in practice, a combi- 
nation of scienco and art, tt evidently di- 
vides itsclf into the great bianches of physi- 
cal, moral, intellectual, and yeligious educa- 
tion.

the earher years of life, to the professional 
educator, we will not enter tery deeply in- 
to ditai] respecting it, and merely remark 
that thase who have the super mtendenco of 
1t, should regard themselves as laying the 
foundation of (he being committed to then 
care, so that the errors into which they may 
fall, must, to a greater or less degree, affect

rents and educators, who should possess a 
knowledge of these conditions, as far as they 
regard the simple requisites of mr, temper- 
ature, clothing, diet, sleep, cleanliness, cte 
The physical education of the infant neces- 
sarily begins at buth, and the mother, and 
all employed about it should be disabused of 
all gossip absurdines, such as syathing, roch- 
mg, and. the hke, but should khow and ap 
ply certam rules as to temperature, cloth- 
ing, air, light, the aroidance of all posttions 
and prematuro movements huitful to the 
limbs, the spine and the joints 
This care will occupy about two years,

A PROCLAMATION 


, BY THE GOVFRNOR >f 
OFTHE TERRITORY OF WASJINGTON 

Whereas, by the 4th sectionof an Act of 
the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in Congress assembled, 
entitled “An act (orestablish the Terittoral 
government of Washington,” st 13 provided 
that the tfirst election m smd Territory 
“shall be held at such tme,and places, and 
be conducted in such manner, both as to 
the persons who ‘shall superintend such 
election and the returng thercof, as the Gov- 
erno shall appoint and direot ~ and he shall 
at the same: time declare tle number: of 
members of the Council and. House,of Rep- 
regentatives to which each of the counties 
or districts shall be entitled under this act ; 
and the:Goverhor® shall, by ‘his proclama“ 
tion, give at:least ‘sixty ‘days’ previoùs no- 
ticd of such apportionwent, and of the time, 
places and manner of halding such clection ” 

And whereas, by the 14th section of said 
Act it is provided ‘+I hat a delegate to the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States, to serve for the term of two years, 
who shall ba a citizen of the United States, 
may be elected by the voters qualified to 
elect members of the Legislative Assembly 
who shall be entitled to the same 1tgbts and 
privileges as have been bcfore exercised 
and enjoyed by the delegates from the sey- 
eral other Territories of the United States 
to the House of Representatives, but the 
delegate first elected shall hold Ins seat only 
dung tho tern of the Congress to which 
he shall be clected. The first electron shall 
bo held at such time and places and be con- 
ducted in such manner, as the Governor 
shal} appoint and direct , of which and the 
ume, place and manner of holding such elec- 
tions he shall give at least sixty days’ no- 
tice by proclamation.” 

And whereas by the 1Sth section of said 
act it ts further provided “Thatuntil other- 
wiso provided by law the Governor of said

Return or the Nort Syar.—'The N, 
Y., Tribuno says’ , r ‘ 

The steam yacht North Star arrived at 
her berth, at the foot of Corlears street, Ure- 
day, September 23, after an absence of four 
months and three days It will be remem- 
bered that. Mr. Vanderbilt and the members , 
of his family sailed for Europo, in the North 
Star, on the 24th of May, intending to visit 
the principal European ports. Since that 
Europfan apd Americm papers 
have given detailed accounts of the progress 
of this stupendous pleasure tmp, leaving but 
little further to be added On the eventng 
of the 12th she sailed from Madeira for 
New York, and arrived here in 10 days 
and 20 hours; one-third of the distance was 
performed with two botlers only, consummg 
on tho average 25 tons of coal per day.—

We leart from the Boston Traveler, that at 
the late Annual Mechanics’ Farr, held eve- 
sy September; in that city, over the Faneuil 
Hall and Market, that the success of the 
experiment in transmitting packages fiom 
one point to another by means of Richard- 
son’s Atmospheric Telegraph, was quite 
complete. We cannot discover, after, hav- 
ing examined ils operation carefully, any 
reason why packages may not be eventually, 
and before long, transmitted sn this manner 
fram ono city to another ‘with all the cer- 
tainty with which they are now carted by 
railroad and at a rate almost equal to that 
of the magnetic telegraph, or as Mr. Rich- 
ardson states, 1,000 miles.per hour. In all 
atmospheric tclegraphs. heretofore proposed, 
the motion of a long column of air behind 
the” plunger or ball, has presented an insu- 
perable obstacle to its operating effectively. 
‘The feasibility of the plan seems to be es- 
tablished. i 
A company is now being formed, with 
g captalyf $500,000, for the purpose of 
constrecting a line of telegraph from Bos- 
ton to New York, having a cylinder two 
feet in diameter, by means of which it is 
beheved that packages can be transmitted 
from once city to the other in fifteen min- 
utes, Jt has been objected by some that 
the power to exhaust tho tube for £o long a 
distances would be go great that no reasona- 
ble huniber of pumps would be able to ac- 
complish it. But this objection is anewered 
by the fact that tt is not proposed by the 
plan of Mr. R. to exhaust the arr through 
the whole longth of the tube at once ; but as 
a poruon of the avis exhausted, and the 
lunger tushcs through thé tube,-the-air is 
cut off; behind it, and a-neéw column of air 
commences to act upon jt. The scheme ıs 
entirely practicable, and will soon—te in 
common tse in the astern States, though 
in California, it would hardly prove benef 
otal’ for some years, owing to the sparsely 
settled portions of country lying between 
the principal towns.— (San Francisco Com- 
mercial Advertiser. r

Since the settlement by the Americans 
of California, and the subsequent discovers 
of gold in Austraha, the islands of the Pa- 
cific, and especially those adjacent to New 
Holland, have giown into an importance in 
their relations with San Francisco which 
entitle even the least of them to especial re- 
maik, We have at times given aur readere 
condensed descriptions of several of the most 
interesting, collected from intelligent ship 
masters, who have afforded a mass of mfor- 
mation at orice valuable and interesting, — 
Among the most important of these tslands 
s that of Van Diemar’s Land, laying off the 
southern extiemly of the maim land of Aus- 
tralia, from which it is separated by a 
channcl about 120 miles broad, called Bass’ 
Straits, The lengtlr of the istand js abont- 
210 miles, and its bicadth 150 Tt was 
discovered in 1642 by the Duteh navigator 
Tasman, and received its name from him 
m honor of the Governor of the Dutch East 
Indja possessions Nothing, however, re- 
sultea from ils discovery, and for upwards 
of one hundied years the island was lost 
sight of Furneau and Cook visited itan 
1773-77, but it was not until 1802 that 
any settlement was made upon it Tt was 
then formally tahen possession of by the 
Enghsh and made a branch penal settle- 
ment from Port Jackson, in New South 
Walks. Jn 1819 at was thrown opea to 
fiee settlers, since which time tts progress 
has been extremely iapid The trade of 
this beautiful island with California during 
1850 and 1851 wasveryextensive Great 
quantities of giam, cargoes of potatoes and 
othe: producé—the yield of its fælle val- 
leys—suapplied the demand for these arti- 
eles, created by the vast influx of popula- 
uon into our Slate After the gold discov- 
enes m Australia the same state of affairs 
became prevalent in Van Dieman’s Land 
that existed here at the same crisis Eve- 
rybody repaned at dnce to the mines, and 
few had the sagacity torémain and supply 
the wants of the icreasing population by 
means of agriculture ‘The const quence 
was that the great shipmenjs of produce to 
this country suddenly ceased, ana what was 
raised went acioss Baes’ Strats to Mel- 
bourne, Sydney and Port Jackson This 
of course p oved of advantage to aur own 
farmers and shut ofa powerful competition 
across the ocean There 19 probably nut a 
more delightful spot im the word than this 
ward = Americans, who measure their 
possessions by the thousand miles, and m 
makuig a meutal survey of their country, 
bound their gaze by the two oceans, are apt 
to forget that far away, many thousand 
miles towards the setting sun, there exists a 
paradise, where a community lives who 
imagine themselves the happiest and most 
favored im creation, The appearance of 
Von Dieman’s Land fiom the sea is ea» 
ceedingly pictuiesque, presenting an cnd- 
less succession of lofty mountains, covered 
to their summits with wood, while tall rocks 
and precipices, glens and hills, contitbute 
to increase the interest of this iomantic 
island A nearer inspection corroborates 
the view aftorded from the sea 

On traversing the island, at is found to 
present a constant snccesston of hil and 
dale sith occasional flats or plams, sot un 
hhe tte primes bordering on the Bay of 
San Francisco Phe county, though not 
well watered, has several extensive lakes 
sealtered throughout the mterior and pos- 
sesses a Considerable number of asserts — 
‘Lhe island has also numerous splendid bar- 
bas capable of containing the combined 
shippmg of the world The surface is well 
adapted to pasturage and about one-thid is 
fit for cultivation Speaking of the climate 
of Van Dieman’s Land, an English writer 
asserts that no part of Europe offers such

lt is a duty we owe fa the andusinal 

porton of the community of this Territory, 

to enter info a short examination of ons of 
. wo’ miserable abuses practiced upon our 
Jumbermen and farmers, from which, 1f not 
checked and reformed, it 1s unnecessary tO 
conceal the fact, most fearful and lamenta- 
ble consequences will inevitably ensua in 
the shape of bankruptey and run to many 
engaged in phe, at present, two great inter- 
esis of this Territory ~ Luuperine and 
Fansina. 

In the infant condition of the fisheries 
within our borders, as well as the tardy pro- 
gros attending the development of our mag- 
mificent coal mines, and also from the fact 
that our farmers nether produce bread- 
stuffs nor pork sufficient for home consump 
tion, we are rendered most emphatically an 

, IMPORTING community Dry goods, gtv- 
“ceries—avery luxury; and many necessaries 
of hfe—very many agricultural and me- 
"chanical implements — all are miroduced 
here and paid for from ^ foreign market — 

And what are we dependent upon for the 

payment of all these things? What re- 
` gources have wo for obtaining the MONEY 

necessary for the purchase of these rmport- 

ed articles, and at the same time have a 

sufictency to answer the purposes of every- 

day business transactions? We reply— 
LuuBeninc—~lumbering, almost exclusively 
bas, and, for the present, must be made to 
foot the entire bill. 

, Are the people of this Territory, gener- 
* ally, advised as {o tho manner in which our 
lumbering interest ıs controlled? Are they 
aware that, to a very undue extent, it ıs 
controlled by irresponsible SHARPERS and 
grecuLa Tora, resident in Sacramento, ‘San 
Francisco and elsewhere along the coast ? 

Singular as such a suggestion may seem, 1b 

1p nevertheless too true. 

To illustrate the manner in which this 18 
accomplished, we will suppose an individual 
arriving here fiom San Francisco for the 
purpose of procuring a certain amount of 
Jumber. He advances a certain amount of 
money on the contract, and through a parer 
reputation, closes the engagement by for- 

ishing a draft on some house m that city. 
« He 1s then furmshed with bills of lading— 
hurries to San Francisco, and disposes of 
the cargo, to arrive—thus securing a good 
round apvance on the transaction But 
suppose on his arrival there, the price of 
Jumber should bo below the figure at which 
a profit ts to be derived, and the house upon 
‘which the draft had been given and accept- 
ed should prove irresponsible? How 1s 
our lumberman to be indemnified ? He ts 
obliged to await the eapnice of the market 
ot the individual contracting, or perhaps 
suffer himself, without remedy, to be swin- 
dled entirely out of bis honest dues , and 
ths robbery 13 felt, not only by the persons 
directly interested im the lumber business 
here, but by the operatives in its produchon, 
as well as the entire community, We do 
> mot pretend to say that the above supposed 
case would truthfully apply to the trade 
generally But we do pretend to say, that 
“instead of our lumber and timber dealers 
controlling that market themselves, it s¢ 
superintended too much, and preyudserally, 
by the class,gf persons referred to, and the 
business is conducted entnely too exten 
_ sively on paper, To be sure, a due propor- 
tion of drafts would prose advantageous to 
otr business men in their transactions with 
California and elsewhere , but specie and 
not drafts should be the nasrs in all our 
Loperations, A vessel aniying here for a 
cargo af lumber should be -prepared to fur- 
nish either Money or drafte, in payment, to 
suit the convenience of both proprirtor and 
operator, and not réequne time at San 
Francisco, to make safes, and enrich them: 
galves al the expense of the Jabor of this 
“eountry ; nod above all, when drafts are 
taken here on houses in that city, it should 
po fully ascertained whether or not those

But it may be ashed, what remedy have 
we fo propose for the apparently growing 
evil? We would simply replv,—let om 
lumbermen ike thew own business into 
their own hands. Either purchase or char- 
ter vessels to carry their lumber to a mar- 
ket, or else combine~enter into an agrec- 
ment not to disposa of it until the money 
is paid down therefor. By pursuing ether 
course, a healthy and reliable state of trade 
all ensvie—adcquate prices will be man- 
tained—labor will be ag suttably and as cer- 
tainly rewarded, and all the advantages of 
the trade will be 19 the hands and puses of 
citizens of our own terntory. Speculators 
would then soon be compelled to become 
operators , and instead of our citizens re- 
ceiving ther pay by plece-meal, or perhaps 
not at all, for the labor of their hands, they 
would receive it af once, and be thus enabled 
to pursue a legitimate and cerlan business 

In this connect.on, we have a few words 
to say about our agricultural interests As 
lumber, timber, &c , are about the only ar- 
ticles of export which we can al present re- 
ly upon for the purpose of bringing specie 
into this’ lerritory, and ag our farmers, me~ 
chames, &c , are forced to pay extravagant 
prices for many articles that they aie nec- 
escarily compelled to procure, what -little 
money acerues to our citizens from an ex- 
port trade, passes at once mto the hands of 
our merchants, which again disappears for 
fresh supplies, never fo return. Now, to ob- 
viale the evil, Jet our farmers make our 
umber ps ‘vr their goods ; land wherever 
it can be done advantageously by 3 nagh 
borhood, let them purchase or charter ves- 
sel—freight her themselves, and with 
the proceeds of the sales, purchase such 
articles a3 they may reqttse—esiablish a 
« community ? mercantie establishment, 
and thus retain, to a considerable extent, 
the money that reaches us through our ex- 
port trade A ruinous tariff would thus be 
avoided ‘on articles which they are now 
compelled to purchase, which, m connec- 
tion with the reform suggested n our Jum- 
ber business, would, we think, greatly en- 
hance the prosperity and wealth of our new 
Territory. 

Unless a speedy and radical revolution 
takes place in the manner of conducting our 
foreign and domestic business transactions, 
ap inevitable and dangerous crisis, we fear, 
will present slself, the conscquences_ of 
which may be felt for years to come LESS 
SPECIE, AND MORE LUMBER MUST 
BE EXPORTED FOR GOODS, AND 
MORE MONEY MUST BE ADVANCED 
ON LUMBER, or every avenue to meus- 
try will soon be sesiously blockaded Let 
our farmers do their own trading direct to 
San Franessco, and ovr lumbermen control 
their own business, and we feel fully assured 
that our merchants, mechanics and laborers 
will, an the end, be signally bencfilted
